Santa milk chocolate gets recall 
after batteries inserted into some

THE Co-op grocery chain 
is recalling 165,000 hollow 
milk chocolate Santa figures 
from across the country after 
someone allegedly insert¬ 
ed two small batteries into 
them. 

If swallowed, the small, 
button-shaped lithium bat¬ 
teries can be potentially 
deadly 

The store confirmed an in¬ 
vestigation has established 
the batteries were deliberate¬ 
ly placed inside the hollow 
treats in at least two separate 
cases. 

Two customers have so far 
discovered batteries in their 
Santas. Both said they broke 
the chocolate to find the bat¬ 
tery inside, suggesting the 
battery was put inside the 


chocolate before the hollow 
cavity was sealed. 

But as the chocolate Santas 
are supposed to be subject¬ 
ed to a metal detector before 
they leave the factory, the 


Co-op said how and when the 
tampering occurred is still 
unknown. 

The Co-op are working 
with the relevant authorities 
to determine how the tamper¬ 


ing happened. 

A Co-op spokesman said: 
“The health and safety of our 
customers is our top priority. 
We are concerned about two 
separate instances of alleged 


product tampering involving 
our hollow milk chocolate 
Santa foil figures, which have 
been found to contain a small 
battery inside. 

“As a result we have begun 
a UK-wide product recall. 
The police and Food Stand¬ 
ards Agency are being noti¬ 
fied. Customers with one of 
these products should not eat 
it but call our customer rela¬ 
tions team for a full refund.” 

The chocolates that had 
beesubject to tampering were 
bought at two different loca¬ 
tions, one in Suffolk and one 
in Essex but exact locations 
are unknown at this time. 

A spokesperson for West 
Midlands Police, where the 
crime was reported, said: 
“We have been made aware 
of the reports and we are sup¬ 
porting the Co-op while they 
investigate to establish what 
has happened and if there 
was any malicious intent.”

A MURDER investigation has 
been launched after a man died 
in hospital following an attack in 
Wallington.

Food waste making a mess 



I WANT to make a strong 
complaint about the waste of 
resources due to road sweeper 
green bags remaining uncol¬ 
lected along the streets of our 
borough. 

The road sweeper does an 
excellent job but time and 
time again the green bags that 
he leaves to be collected fail 
to be picked up sometimes 
for more than a week. If the 
bags contain food items/ 
wrapping foxes come along 
and tear open the bags leaving 
unsightly mess undoing all the 
good work done by the road 
sweeper.

I rung and made a complaint 
on Friday morning but still it 
remained there all day and on 
Saturday someone obviously 
came and collected the bag 
but did nothing to clear up the 
unsightly mess which includes 
bags of excrement. See the 


attached photograph. Again 
wasting resources in possibly 
not having the tools to clear it 
up even though I had explained 
the rubbish was spread every 
where when I made the call. 

By leaving the bags along the 
road this is an example of the 
Council themselves flytipping 
and it is encouraging people to 
add to them. 

The reduction in dog litter 


bins may have also added to the 
problem. 

If the bags were collected in 
a timely fashion immediately 
after the road sweeper collect¬ 
ed the rubbish this would not 
happen. On my walk to Morden 
Station through our ward our 
roads are littered with these 
green bags. 

In addition we have had cause 
to complain on many occasions 


about missed bin collections 
(why they often miss our house 
I don’t know other than we are 
a corner house and there is 
confusion). When crews have to 
come out collecting missed bins 
this is again a waste of resourc¬ 
es and last time I complained 
two separate crews came out 
again wasting resources due to 
the lack of coordination in the 
complaints. 

There used to be a Perfor¬ 
mance Target called “Unavoida¬ 
ble contact” and I think Merton 
Waste Services must be top of 
the league on this one if it is 
still recorded. 

Such a waste of resources 
that could so easily be avoided 
by having more diligent staff 
and timely action. 

My husband did air his com¬ 
plaints to Councillor Gadzama 
some weeks ago who said he 
would get someone to get in 
touch but no-one did. 

Please can someone come 
first thing Monday morning to 
clear the mess up at the side 
of our house. The kids going 
to school will be walking in all 
this excrement.

ON THE ROAD

BACKGROUND: A seven-seat 
vehicle with 1.5-litre diesel power 
doesn't sound like a winning 
combination but Renault's 1.5-litre 
dCi engine occupies the Grand 
Scenic engine bay with some 
aplomb. Performance is nothing 
special but economy-which can be 
massaged by a clever Hybrid Assist 
system - hits improbably highs and 
there's enough torque to get the big 
people carrier moving at low speeds. 
Build quality and ride comfort in this 
third generation range are particular 
Grand Scenic strongpoints. 
EXPERIENCE: Lots of power is 
a nice thing to have in a car but it 
isn't always absolutely necessary. 
Motorists who are willing to put 
up with acceleration that's on the 
sluggish side and pulling power of 
sub-epic proportions can save a lot 
on the upfront purchase price and 
in the running costs of their vehicle. 
The question is, how low is it sensible 
to go? Ordering the seven-seat, 

1.5 tonne Renault Grand Scenic 
with a 1.5-litre dCi diesel engine 
looks like sailing a little too close to 
the wind but if all you're after is a 
roomy family runabout, the French 
marque's little diesel could pull it off. 

In this case, we're looking at 
the MK3 Grand Scenic model, 
altogether more sophisticated and 
stylish than its predecessor. Here, 
the design is far more stylish and 
driver-centric than before, plus 


there's more space and storage 
inside along with more sophisticated 
infotainment technology. A 'Hybrid 
Assist' version of this 1.5-litre diesel 
variant will tempt those in search 
of ultimate efficiency too. Sounds 
promising doesn't it? 

DESIGN: You can find the 1.5 dCi 
engine in a number of Renault's 
smaller products. None of them is as 
weighty a proposition as the Grand 
Scenic, however, or has the potential 
to gain weight with up to seven 
passengers and their luggage piled 
on board. 

Added to this, the engine's 
maximum power output is just 
llObhp, making it the least powerful 
of the Grand Scenic's engines. 

On the plus side, there's torque of 
260Nm available at 2,000rpm, 
which is enough to provide very 
eager pulling power. It gives the 
car enough muscle to cope at low 
speeds even with a large payload 
on board but the emphasis is 
on coping. Performance is fairly 
pedestrian, as a 0-62mph time of 
12.4s demonstrates. This derivative 
is also being offered with clever 
'Hybrid Assist' technology. Hybrid 
Assist functions with a 48-volt 
battery, enabling the electric motor 
to support the internal combustion 
engine, which remains in continuous 
operation. 

You automatically approach any 
seven-seat MPV measuring four and 


a half meters from nose to tail with 
certain expectations about how 
it will drive but it's worth giving 
the Grand Scenic the benefit of 
the doubt. Comfort is the priority 
and rightly so but Renault has also 
managed to instil a high degree of 
poise and manoeuvrability. With its 
suspension system lifted from the 
Megane, the Grand Scenic resists 
cornering roll well and has plenty 


of grip at the front wheels. The ride 
quality is first class, the car tiptoeing 
over poor road surfaces and 
avoiding too much wobbliness on 
sudden undulations. The steering is 
sometimes too light and the manual 
gearbox isn't the slickest but in 
general, and considering the Grand 
Scenic's family remit, Renault has 
got the balance just about right. 
COST: There's the usual premium 


of around £1,800 to get this 
Grand Scenic seven-seat bodyshape 
over the ordinary five-seat Scenic 
model. 

Prices for this 1.5-litre dCi 110 
diesel derivative start at just over 
£24,000 and there's the £1,500 
option of EDC auto transmission if 
you want it. Entry-level 'Expression-i-' 
trim gives you most of what you'll 
need, but if you stretch up to 


mid-range 'Dynamique Nav' spec, 
there's the option of a 'Hybrid 
Assist' version of this 1.5-litre 
diesel engine at a premium 
of around £1,000. Further up 
the range, there are plusher 
'Dynamique S Nav' and 'Signature 
Nav' variants if you want more kit. 
With these, you've you the same 
manual, EDC auto or Hybrid 
Assist powertrain oprions.

Allardyce’s men draw with Hornets but Benteke penalty miss denies Eagles all three points 


SAM Allardyce’s return to 
football saw his Crystal Pal¬ 
ace side draw with Watford 
1 - 1 . 

Pardew was asked to 
“step down as manager of 
the club” after the Eagles 
won just one of their last 
11 matches, and just six in 
2016. 

Allardyce’s 67-day stint as 
England manager ended in 
disgrace after Big Sam was 
caught on camera advising 
undercover reporters on 
how to “get round” rules on 
players in September. 

Palace chairman Steve 
Parish pledged to “wind the 
dial back the other way” 
from Pardew’s attacking 
style - a move that perfectly 
fits Allardyce’s regimented 
approach. 

“With games now coming 
thick and fast over the holi¬ 
day period the club are hop¬ 
ing to put someone in place 
as quickly as possible but 
have nothing to say about a 
replacement at this time,” 
said Parish before Big Sam’s 
appointment. 

Palace sit just one point 
and one place off the Pre¬ 


mier League drop zone, with 
Parish admitting the club 
felt compelled to act to avoid 
a bitter relegation battle. 

“Relegation is so costly 
and I feel with no blame at¬ 
tached we got ourselves in a 
rut and need a change,” Par¬ 
ish told BBC Sport. 

“We all bought into the de¬ 
cision to play a more expan¬ 
sive style of football. 

“We all believed in it. That 
hasn’t worked. It’s no-one’s 
fault. 

“But now we’re going to 
wind the dial back the other 
way.” 

Former Palace owner Si¬ 
mon Jordan said Allardyce 
was the ideal man to keep 
the Eagles in the Premier 
League. 

“I have always liked Sam,” 
Jordan told Sky Sports of Al¬ 
lardyce. 

“I think that he should 
never have lost the England 
job. 

“They just have to stay out 
of the bottom three this sea¬ 
son. 

“And Sam Allardyce is ab¬ 
solutely the person who can 
achieve that for them.”
